Httl! If they had been thicker. As u peal 
of bolls U a luxury, meant to give pleas- 
ure to trioao who listen to them, and not 
ft necessity of life, !t is a.itonlshlng that 
people vfiil go on raising large subscrip- 
tions for thorn without taking tho least 
trouble, to ascertain that they gist what 
is reivlly the b«at thing for their money, 
and forgetting that you pay for the .surno 
weight of, metal whether the bolls are 
thick or thin, only in one case you got 
them ot the right notes for their weight 
and la the othor case wrong, and so make 
the bella bad Instead of good." 


THE "SILVER 3ELL" ILLUSION. 


"What about the popular Idea that 


bells with silver in them (jive tbe most 
mu»lcal sound:-" 


"My best authority says the most in- 


vetorntu of all 'popular delusions about 
bolls la tho notion that old bells 'had sil- 
ver in them, anrt that all bells would be 
improvad by It. There is not the slight- 
est foundation lor that belief. Neverthe- 
less there were some experiments made 
for tho purpose of being quite sure that 
silvor was of no use, either with refer- 
ence to Round or strength of metal. Sev- 
eral different proportions were tried, 
beginning irith a small piece of silver in 
u bell ot nearly a pound in weight, and 
it was clear that the silver rather did 
harm than, good in both, respects. The 
delusion vory lively has arisen from Uie 
ringof piece* olatlver, but which jusLllled 
no such Inference. In toct, no compo- 
sition for beili has yet been discovered 
eijual to copper and tin In the right pro- 
portions. There wasaliirRe Lull of iron 
and tin in the English exhibition «f. 1851, 
but that also was very inferior to bell 
motal, and It required an enormous blow 
to bring out the sound, though .it wan 
tiiln, and it was at last cracked by these 
blows." 
"Can large bells that are cracked be 


mended succcislully?" 


"Whenever a bell o£ any importance 


cracks, says Sir Edmund Beckett, there 
invariably follows a flood of suggestions, 
public and private, for mending it: gen- 
rally by 'cutting out the crack' in somo 
•ay or other; and as there exists in some 
_5rioii3 what is callod color-blindness, so 
lere are persons to whom a bell so dl- 
idod sounds no worse than when It was 
holo, though, to other people's ears the 
one is fienorslly altered several notes, or 
i mude otherwise intolerably bad. An- 
ther way of mending' is.by what Is 
ailed burning the parts together, that 
3, cutting the crack wide enough to leL 
ot metal be poured In and through, 
rtilcli U dons until the constant applica- 
ion of It parflally meets the IHCCS of the 
lvlsl,oii and then the running is stopped 
nd left to cool This may perhaps an- 
wer tn vary thin bclla, but the contrac- 
,011 and consequent tension of the metal

A LITTLK BIT OF ADVICE,
